During tlie llcht, the house at tint 
Insliicd on barring loles ot wheat 
nt pricr.i Ixlow parity, or abou,t Slis 
a bushel. But under stem White 
House opposition, it flnoUy gave woy 
to o senate proposil allowing the 
sole of up to 133,000,000 biuhels ot 
surplus wheat at 8i per cent of com 
porlty, or obout 83 cents a bushel.

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THE DEMQCRATIC FREE-FOIl-ALL 
Two years ago a dark horse candidate won 
the Democratic nomination In Idaho for the 
United States Jienate. That same dark horse 
— Glen Taylor, now campaigning on horac- 
back— Is running again and- the same thing 
Is likely to happen. 
Two years ago two strong Democratic can- 

{iidatcs, both liked and backed by the old 

V giiard party members, were vying for the 
nomination. They were Judge J. R. Bothwcll 
of Twin Fails and George Donart, Welser 
attorney. The result woa -that old guard party 
members split their vote between their two 
candidates and Taylor, who never received 
support of the central committee, won the 
nomination. This same result may be re- 
peated. 

Judge Bothwcll again is seeking the sen- 
atorial scat and also after the coveted po- 
litical plum are F. M. Blstllne, majority party 
whip in the state senate last year, and Lieut. 
Gov. Charles C. Gossctt, both of whom arc 
well known and well respected among Bour- 
bon leaders. With Bothweli; Bistline and 
Gossett all strong candidates with lots of 
party support, there is the obvious danger 
that Taylor will gather more votes than any 
of these stronger candidates with the sup- 
port divided. 

Adding fuel to the fire will be the fact that 
this year the Republican c3iase will not be 
closely contested. Two years ago Son. John 
Thomas was seeking his first election ofter 
being appointed to fill out Senator Borah's 
term. His popular support in the state hadn't 
been tested In several years — the last time 
he had run for the senate waa In the late 20's. 
This year Thomas probably will win the Re- 
publican nomination in a walk. Only oppon- 
ents to flie are John Sanborn of Hagerman 
and Presley Home of Caldwell, both of whom 
lact the name and prestige of Thomas. 

For that reason many Republicans, con- 
fident of Thomas' nomination, may use the 
same tactics they employed four years ago 
in electing D. Worth Clark over James Pope 
in the Democratic primary. Under Idaho's 
"open primary", system, a voter does not 
need to signify his' party affiliations when 
ho receives his ballot. Both party slates arc 
on the same ballot, making It easy for a 
staunch Rcpubllcan^to vote Democratic, or 
vice versa, in an effort to nominate the weak- 
est opponent. Many Republicans would have 
good reason for concentrating their votes 
to choose Taylor. 

. Old guard Democrats didn't support the 
cowboy singer candidate in the general elec- 
tion two years ago and they won't support 
him this time, should he receive the nomina- 
tion, which would be fortunate for the state 
in such an eventuality. Yet they voice no ap- 
parent opposition against Taylor in the pri- 
mary. In fact, Taylor's cause Is aided by the 
strong field of party men among whom to 
split the vote. 

We all realize this Is a democracy and any 
one who wishes to run and pay the necessary 
' filing fee can seek the nomination. But prac- 
tical politics is a part of the democratic sys- 
tem. It seems that the Democratic leaders 
would linally wake up, and exert enough 
pressure to keep the field of strong candidates 
bt a minimum so some capable co^itcstont 
would have a chance of beating a rtaverlck 
like Taylor. 



INVITATION TO HOARD 
Again we are getting from Washington 
warnings that some 15 more commodities are 
going to be rationed. "It would be folly to 
name any specific Items which are likely to 
be rationed," the House Appropriations com- 
mittee says.

And what will be done by vague, 
geneml reports, 'from such high authority, 
that Leon Henderson Is going to ration 15 
unnamed major items between now and Jan. 
1? Isn't that a clear Invitation to guess what 
these win be and stock up on, let's say, 25 or 
30 items out of which the 15 must come?

The war will probably end this year: If not. It will 
certainly be won In ms, says Chairman May of the 
house military affairs committee. TTierefore, he adds. 
It will not become itfcesaary to draft young men of IS 
and 10. or older metrwho are married. 

May explains that his cocksure predlcUon la based 
on a "military secret." It Is, ot course. Impossible to 
question a secret, but no competent observers have 
made any predictions as nptlmlsUc as his. On the basis 
ot the communiques, such high expectations seem ex- 
tremely doubtful 

However, no matter what special kiuwledgo the 
gentleman from Kentucky may have, the wisdom ot 
a public statement of this lort U questionable. It may 
contribute to a let-dowh In the war effort. A factory- 
owner may say to himself that there is no point In 
converting his plant t>ecaus9 the fighting Is likely to be 
over before he c*n supply any munitions. A man who 
Is thin k ing about erillitlng may decide against It on the 
theory that the armistice might be signed even before 
he completes his training. A housewife contemplating 
revisions in her budget for the purpose of buying more 
bond! may decide that It would be a useless sacrlllce. 
It is Juat against human nature to moke an all-out 
effort for something that Is "in the bag." 

Whatever "military secrets" there may be, the United 
Nations certainly have not yet defeated their enemies. 
The nails have not been driven out of Russia or Africa. 
Their submarines stlU lutk off otir coast. The Japw are 
■UU In China and on the islands of the Pacific. Alto< 
gether, up to the present, the United Nations are losing, 
not winning, the war. 

We have a tremendous task oheajl of us. including 
the establishment of a second front. Perhaps we shall 
gain the vietory this year or next. Parhapi it will take 
much longer. £ltber wa;!i, this Is certainly no Ume to

Public concern over Uio continued 
Japanese occupation of Aleutian 
Islands appears to have mounted 
rapidly during the past few. days, 
and Increasingly one hears the quci- 
tlon ot Just why It Is that tlic in- 
vaders of American soil haven't been 
evicted. 

RepresentaU»e Coffee ot Wo-ih- 
Ington added fuel to the fire yes- 
terday when he demanded that 
forces be sent to oust the Japs Im- 
mediately. He declared ^at the In- 
vaders Intend to occupy Alaska. And 
Alaskan delegate dmond. who has 
complalhed that we are being too 
complacent In this matter, said he 
has received reports that between 
30,000 and 33,000 Japanese troops 
have been landed In the Aleutians 
alreadi'. 

This growing anxiety undoubtedly 
has been stimulated by the knowl- 
edge that the Nipponese occupation" 
of Aleutian bases not only threat- 
ens Alaika but Is Intimately con- 
nected with tlie possibility ot an at- 
tack against Ru.-uilan Siberia at this 
crucial time when the reds ore fight- 
ing lor their lives (and ours) at 
the gateway to the Caucasus. 

Well, there certainly Is on onswcr 
to the continued presence of the 
enemy on the Ihree westernmost Is- . 



lands of Altu. Klska and Agattu. 
One well known reason Is Uiat Uie 
weatlier over tlio Aleutians Is about 
as filthy aa you can find, and It 
has been bad lately. Dense fogs 
have shielded the Japs from air 
or sea ottacks. 

However. I believe that a more 
vital reason why we haven't taken 
stronger action Is that we simply 
haven't had the haval force to spare. 

That may seem like strong mus- 
tard, and It Is, but the poeltlon Is 
quite understandable. The ousting 
ot the Japs Is essentially, a naval 
task, for the army can't walk on 
water, and while the air force can 
and has done great things up there 
In the bleak north. It cant drive 
the Japo oiA alone. 

We paisess the ships all right, 
but they are spread out over the 
seven seas, performing mighty tasks 
to keep the wheels ot the allied war 
machine turning. 

And why don't we call in aootf 
of these ships and clean out the 
Aleutians? Presumably because while 
lhe,auUiorltles fully recognize the 
danger ot the Jap occupation, that 
dongcr Is less pressing than othjc 
perils which have to be met. Shou^ 
an emergency develop In the Aleu- 
tians we undoubtedly should see 
our navy In acUon fast enough.

Want to keep your cat or dog quiet 
during on air raid? Then have a 
good supply of aspirin on hand. 

This advice Is given by two Invca- 
tlgatora at Cornell unlverslty'i 
state veterinary colleio In a report 
on the correct care of animals dur- 
ing enoaiy attack. Dr. Jean Uackec- 
ley and Jooeph Kane, who made the 
study, emphaslced Uuit household 
pots may become a menace follow- 
ing a bombing, iwcause they may 
become so crsud with fear they fall 
to recognize I he good Intentions of 
those trying to help them. 

In~ addition to ■ aspirin, sodium 
bromide was recommended ai a 
good seduUvB. It can be purchased 
tiom any druBGlsL For both oaplrln 
and the b[omlde, the dosage la 3 
graliu for small does, toy breeds 
atvl cats: K grains tor modlum-atied 
dogs; lD-15 grains for the large 
breeds, luch u shepherds and great 
danes. 

Protect Hands 
The velerlnarlaru advised wear- 
ing heavy glmea In order to avoid 
being bitten while ImndUns dis- 
turbed animals. Someiimca the 
easiest way of handling a feax- 
cruKcd onlmal U wrapping It in t 
coat or blanket. "lie aurc." they 
said, "lo keep your face away frCim 
the anlmal'fl head." 
Provision ihmilil bo made for 
m trolling hor.ie.i during on emei 
gency In a city, the Investlgatoi 
reported. For UiLn purpose, they 
recommend that a strong web halt- 
er and a rope C to la feet Jong 
nhould be kept on the animal at all 
times. They emphnslEcd that a 
' qrso should never be tied by the 
■.ln.1, since those break so eaelly. 
Protection for the bam or stable 
was also considered. "Nothing," 
they found, "Li effective against n 
direct hit, but fine wire netting 
o\'er the Inside ol the wlndowH fur- 
nishes some protection from splin- 
ters nnd filing fragments. Chem- 
ore now experimenting with a 
Biibfltanec which may bo palnt- 
ver glais and prevent Iti shat- 
tering. This Is a transpttrent mate- 
rial and may be washed or cleaned 
like ordinary gloss." 

Animals Safer Outside 
Form animals In a target 
they said, are safer II dispersed and 
It Is best to keep them In open 
fields If the weather permits. Where 
Uic nloclc Is kept Inside, an attend- 
ant ahould be nearby nnd exits of 
the bam should be kept clear at all 
tlnlea. 

For anlmaU which have been In- 
jured during a raid and suffer from 
shock, tho most important thing la 
to wrap them warmly and keep 
them quiet. Milk or water, to which 
small amounts ot com ajTup or 
sugar have been added, should be 
olfered to the Injured animal fre- 
quently. Tlie animal should be 
moved as Ultle ai possible.
